2. Consideration: Ernest Morial School  

 
The architect presented the proposal. HDLC requested that the South facing façade cornice at Pre-
K / K entry be setback to break up the horizontality of the Grant Street elevation. Capital Projects 
requested that the brick selection be reconsidered, as red brick is not appropriate in New Orleans 
East. DPW requested that a direct pedestrian access from Grant Street be incorporated.  
 
HDLC moved and Parks and Parkways seconded to defer the proposal for additional review with 
the comments made by the committee incorporated in the revised design. 
 

3. Consideration: Sewerage and Water Board Pumping Station 

The Committee advised the representative to use the “gray” color scheme presented, and approved 
the request, subject to further review by CPC.

6. Any Other Matters:  Dibenedetto Playground 

Capital Projects requested that the specifications for furniture, shelter and play equipment be 
emailed to the Committee for consideration before final approval is granted. Parks and Parkways 
requested that the paving details also be included. DPW requested that a sidewalk be installed 
connecting the pavilion to Papania Street, and that unused curb cuts be removed.
